UD FEVER 
AILS HORSES. 


Equine Famine in Lee Angeles, 
Due to the Very Boggy 
City Roads. 


There is a horse famine in 
Los Angeles and most of the 
stables in town are equine hos- 
pitals. The poor beasts, suf- 
fering from mud fever, pulled 
heavy wagons and trucks 
through the deep mud of. the 
streets as long and as faithful- 
ly as they ‘could, then they be- 
came mud sick. 

The last three weeks in this

have, had to be taken home to 
their stables, leaving the wag- 
on stuck in the mud.

Mud fever is caused by stand- 
ing in the mud for hours at 
a time, and affects the feet and 
legs of the horses, but if not 
stopped, spreads, and is liable 
to cause death. It is really a 
kind of blood poisoning, espe.’ 
cially where the mud gets into 
* sores or cuts on the legs of the 
horses.

ENDS SWEETENHAWM’S CAREER. 


FOREIGN OFFICE IS ANGRY. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

LONDON, Jan. 24.—The Colonial Of- 
fice has received several cablegrams 
from Sir Alexander Sweetenjam, Gov- 
ernor of Jamaica, explaining the inci- 
dent involving Rear-Admiral Davis, 
but not one is of such character that 
the authorities will make it public. 

The Foreign Office says it has had 
no further communication from Wash- 
ington, and that with the receipt of 
the President's telegram through As- 
sistant Secretary Bacon the interna- 
tional side of the question is regarded 
as settled. It is possible, however, 
that when Gov. Sweetenham's expla- 
nation is received in full there will 
be further communication with Wash- 
ington. The Associated Press gained 
the general impression at the Foreign 
Office today that Gov. Sweetenham’s 
career is at an end. 

The Colonial Office tonight gave out 
two reports received from the Gov- 
ernor on conditions in Jamaica. 

Sir Alexander says that up to date 
500 identified bodies have been buried, 


in addition to a number of remains that | 


could not be distinguished or identified. 
The Governor estimates that 200 bodies 
are still buried in the ruins, and that 
it probably will take a year to remove 
all the debris. The main thorough- 
fares of Kingston have been cleared, 
the street-car lines are in operation 
and the people today are living in 
outhouses and the less damaged 
buildings. More than 3000 homeless 
persons are living in temporary shacks. 
The number of homeless ones is de- 
creasing, as work (ts plentiful and 
many persons have been given free 
passage out of the city. There are stil! 
400 patients in the hospital and many. 
of the injured are being treated in 
their homes by relatives and friends.

E LIMIT REACHED. 

The announcement by the offi- 
cers of the New York Central Rail 
road system to the effect that that 
company is about to curtail its expan- 
sion is exceedingly significant. J. J. 
Hill of the Great Northern system de- 
clared a few days ago that in the next 
five years $5,500,000,000 must be spent 
on railroads if the systems are to be 
kept up to a point adequate to handle 
the business of the country. The 
New York Central’s policy of curtail- 
ment is attributed by the officers to 
the high cost of everything going into 
extension and improvement. They 
had planned to spend large sums of 
money in betterment during the cur- 
rent year. But the price of rails has 
reached a point, and the cost of labor 
has gone up to such a degree, that this 
great railroad system concludes that 
it will be wiser to wait a year or so 
than to go on now with the contem- 
plated improvements. * 

There we have a startling conflict 
of interests. One great railroad mana- 
ger contends that over a billion dol- 
lars a year is a necessary expenditure 
to keep the roads up to a due point 
of efficiency parallel with the growth 
of business generally. The other great 
railroad managers say that money, 
material and labor are all so dear 
that they are deterred from undertak- 
ing betterment they acknowledge they 
had considered most desirable if not 
absolutely necessary. 

There perhaps is today as much dis- 
satisfaction in the minds of both wage 
earners and industrial captains as 
there was five years ago, when wages 
were so much lower than they are to- 
day. Neither manufacturer nor wage 
earner seems willing to realize that 
there is any limit to the point to 
which his labor or his wares may 
be raised in price. If the activity of 
the present day is to be maintained, 
it will be found necessary to realize 
that there is some limit to this soar

The cut-throat competition of ten to 
fifteen years ago had to go on until 
it reached a limit where goods were 
sold at less than they could be pro- 
duced for, and wages were reduced to 
a point below where they would bear 
the reasonable expenses of living.

Then began the process 
of raising the prices for everything 
inch by inch like a system of jack- 
screws elevating a twenty-story build- 
ing in some big city. This process 
has gone on until now the absolute 
limit has been reached and any fur- 
ther advance means a step down, per- 
haps only a short step, perhaps a good 
long stride, toward reaching at last 
the same conditions that prevailed un- 
der the system of cut-throat competi- 
tion.

HEORY AND PRACTICE. 

In the Hepburn law governing 
the supervision of railroad operation 
by the national Interstate Commerce 
Commission there is a clause which 
forbids the railroads to change their 
rates without giving thirty days’ pre- 
vious notice that such a change will 
be made on a given date. It was al- 
leged that the railroads were wont to 
favor large corporations by an arbi- 
trary change of freight rates at a mo- 
ment’s notice and put into effect for 
a definite number of days. This. alle- 
gation was proven to the satisfaction 
7 nearly all. The custom had bees 

h operation for more than thirty 
years, probably forty. It was one 
the methods by which the Standa 
On Company crushed out its compett- 
tors. The great oil trust, through its 
inflnencegwith the railroad people, got 
a rate to a given point much lower 
than the regular rate, applying only to 


to whole trainloads. The change went 
into effect the moment it was an- 
nounced; the oil trust knew before- 
hand what was coming, and prepared 
immense quantities of oil standing 
loaded upon the tracks ready to rush 
to the point of destination: at once. 
The low rate went out of existence be- 
fore competitors could get the oil 
ready to ship. Then the rate#went up 
and the difference in the two rates 
gave the trust such an advantage over 
all competitors as to kill the trouble- 
some competitor. 

The framers of the Hepburn bill be- 
lieved they had this source of unfair 
competition checked by the clause re- 
ferred to. For the purpose intended it 
is no doubt efficacious. But the fram- 
ers of the law forgot to look carefully 
over the whole field of influence to 
which this clause in the act would 
apply. It was like playing a game of 
chess where one player only saw that 
his move was a mate on his antago- 
nist, failing to see that at the end of 
a dozen following moves he would be 
caught himself in a trap more diffi- 
cult to get out of. 

That is exactly what happened in 
the application of this clause in the 
Hepburn act. There has been no end 
of outcry against the railroads about 
the shortage of fuel in certain parts 
of the country; but the Hepburn law 
was the real cause of the trouble. 
Somewhere about the beginning of 
winter the railroads announced a re- 
duction in freight rates into the North- 
west on certain heavy commodities, 
among them coal, firewood and oil. It 
took thirty days to put the reduction 
into effect. During that month the 
dealers in fuel naturally held off order- 
ing supplies, each waiting to get the 
benefit of the lower freight rates. 
When the thirty days were past, they 
all rushed in their orders pellmel! to 
ship supplies to replenish their ex- 
hausted stocks. Then came the unex- 
pected. blizzard throughout the whole 
Northwest and the lack of fuel with 
the consequent inconvenience and guf- 
fering. 

Under ordinary circumstances the 
railroads would have been able to 
move enough fuel to maintain a nor- 
mal supply and no suffering would 
have followed. But when they were 
called upon to move the amount of 
fuel usually carried in thirty days in 
ten days, and at the same time to 
move the normal supply for that ten 
days, in other words, to haul forty 
days’ fuel in ten, naturally the rall- 
roads were unable to perform the 
task.

A 
charter was taken out in the Terri- 
tory of Arizona granting the bank 
the widest possible privileges; but 
the whole scheme proved an utter 
failure and during the present week 
the bank was reorganized on broader, 
that is more general principles, elim- 
inating the whole idea on which it 
was first founded.

Tecumseh was one of the fiyst towns 
in the State to try m owner- 
ship and when, nearly twenty years 
ago, the city voted bonds and built the 
present plant, the glittering promise 
was held out that the profits would be 
sufficient retire the bonds and leave 
a snug balance to apply on generai 


taxes. 

At first the project seemed a success 
in every way. Rates for lights were no 
higher than in surrounding towns, but 
at the same time they were no lower. 
Then some of the taxpayers realized 
that while they were paying full rates 
for lights, the promised profits were 
not materializing and that in order to 
pay off the bonds, they were mulcted 
that much more in taxes. 

Meanwhile, the plant has been run 
for years without being enlarged with 
the growth of the town and with the 
same old machinery. Today every bit 
of mechanism in the plant is so anti- 
quated that a modern .§ electrician 
would consign the whole thing to the 
junk pile rather than attempt to op- 
erate it as a lighting plant. 

The popular dissatisfaction th the 
plant has prompted a t public 
sentiment that it should be sold to 
some private company which will op- 
erate it on a business basis and that 
the city should retire from the lighting 
business, thus confessing that mynic- 
wal ownership is not a success in this 
instance. 

Those citizens who are opposed to 


fact that, in addition to having paid 
enough texes to retire the bonds orig- 
inally voted to construct the plant, 
they have had no reduction in the 
price of lights and power, but are 
forced to pay full value for all service. 
Neither was any provision made for 
the “wear and tear” on the machin- 
ery. Consequently, they say, they must 
now ~~ the expense of building a 
new plant and, at the same time, they 
cannot expect the lights ta be cheaper 
than if furnished by private owner- 
ship. A strong fight Is to be made 
against the bond proposition and those 
opposed to municipal ownership are 
already claiming the victory.

RIVERSIDE, Jan. 24.—As an out- 
come of the special citrus fruit grow- 
ers’ institute in session in Riverside, 
Steps have been taken for the forma- 
tion of a Citrus Fruit Growers’ Asso- 
ciation of California. A committee 
comprising J. H. Reed, James Mills 
and E. L. Koethen of Riverside, Prof. 
C. B. Sumner of Claremont and Roy 
Bishop of Santa Ana has been ap- 
pointed to arrange the preliminaries of 
organization, 

The new association has a broad field 
before it. Among its objects are the 
betterment of citrus growing interests 
by interchanging experiences: by ex- 
tending the beneficial results of gov- 
ernment investigations and by making 
organized aid in such work more effi- 
client; by united effort in securing 
needed legislation, and by organized 
enterprise in securing better transpor- 
tation facilities. It is proposed to form 
a central organization, with affiliating 
essociations in the various citrus sec- 
tions, the present local clubs serving.

MOWRY DIES. 

The most notable death in Arizona 
since that of Charles D. Poston was 
the passing away in Phoenix Satur- 
day of George B. Mowry, at the age 
of 74. The funeral was held yesterday 
afternoon, and was attended by scores 
of the oldest residents of the Territory, 
who had known and honored the dead 
pioneer. George Mowry, a forty-niner 
of California, came to Arizona in 1864 
as a member of the “California Col- 
unm. In 1868 he was one of the found- 
ers of Phoenix, openig the first mal 
sack that arrived at the newly-estab- 
lished postoffice. Though fot a term 
Sheriff of this county, for nearly forty 
years he hi been connected with 
the Phoenix postoffice. For sixteen 
years he was postmaster, and to the 
day of his death was carried on the 
rolis of the office as a clerk. He died in 
poverty, owing to his ever open-handed 
liberality. He left no family.

MAKE MERRY. 


LARGE CROWD ATTENDS ANNUAL 
FEAST OF THE BOA 
— — 

Men Who Seil Real Estate Euter“ 
tain Themselves at a Banquet and 
Hear Good Advice on the Pros- 
perity of Southern Ca 
Good Roads Movement. 


Tossing all commissions into the 


Waste basket and leaving corner lots 
and “insiders” out in the dreary night, 
seventy-five of the active mbers of 
the Los Angeles Realty rd sat, 
‘down last night with two sobre of in- 


vited guests to the annual dinner of 
the board, which was held in the ban- 
quet hall of the Angelus Hotel. 

The spread was laid for 6:15 o'clock, 
and for five hours the real estate men 
sat at that feast of reason and flow 
of soul, for after a dainty and yet sub- 
stantial menu, half the night was 
given to timely and brilliant speeches 
that recalled the men to the duties of 
their profession, and yet — them 
forget “shop” by the oratorical sparkle 
of the speeches. They were not really 
speeches, but talks that made the lis- 
teners forget they were trying to sell 
the earth to people who night not 
want to buy. 

The programme was real 
one in numbers, but hours 
in listening to it. W. 
acted as toastmaster, and 
Merrill, 
of the Realty Board, who opened the 


a short. 


comprehensive talk on Sout 
fornia and the duty that all real es- 
tate men owe to the city and county. 
Mayor Harper was really the first 
speaker, but as he was called away by 
business, he said a few words in praise 
of the Realty Board, and left before 
the banquet was over. 

Rev. Baker P. Lee was down for 
the toast of Real Estate in Heaven,” 
but the title was misleading, for he 
gave an entertaining little talk on 
how to boom Los Angeles, and that 
the Realty Board certainly need a per- 
manent parson to care for their spirit- 
ual welfare. He praised the California 
Development Society, and was warmly 
applauded for his bright, witty re- 
marks on the real estate business in 
general and what the country owed to 
the men who are carrying it out. 

Frank G. Tyrrell, an attorney, who 
was introduced as a “lalapaloosa,” 
whatever that is, made on the 


good 
name, for he delivered a bright and 


sparkling talk on the future of Los 
Angeles and the part the real estate 
men were performing in developing 
the southern country. He was loudly 
cheered for his reference to good 
roads and the absolute necessity of 
making these if the country was to 
be settled with people who wanted to 
et me to Los An He stated em- 
ome | phatically that what Southern Cali- 
fornia needed was a system of good 
roads that would enmesh every city 
and town in this end of the State, and 
the hearty applause that was given his 
speech showed that the realty men 
are strongly united on the 
proposition. 

Lee C. Gates had a misleading title 
in his toast “Sow the Wind and Reap 
the Whirlwind,” and yet he turned it 
to good account by saying that the 
realty. men had sown the wind in hon- 
est advertising efforts and the coun- 
try was now reaping the whiriwind of 
new people to populate Southern Call- 
fornia. He declared that there were 
but two sentiments in the frozen Bast 
in regard to Los Angeles. One was 
that those who had not been here 
wanted to come, and those who had 
come and went away, wanted to come 
back. He said that Los Angeles had 
capitalized the air and the sunshine 
and sald that the opening of the new 
Mexican railroad and the completion 
of the San Pedro breakwater meant 
marvelous prosperity for Los Angeles 
and Southern California. He was 
loudly applauded for a pretty apos- 
trophe on water and what the Owens 
River supply would mean to Los An- 
geles. He gave the real estate men 
some valuable advice about the re- 
strictions they attempt to put into the 
tracts they offer for sale, declaring they 
had no legal right to restrict negroes 
or sell lots on the statement that they 
— be used for residence purposes 
only

HYPERION THEIR AIM. 


City Trustees of Three Beach Towns 
Think That Is the Solution of 
Sewer Problem. 

{SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. } 
SANTA MONICA, Jan. 
Hyperion. That 
reached tonight, when the City Trus- 
tees of Santa Monica, Ocean Park and 
Sawtelle met in joint session at the 
City Hall. The discussion was in re- 
lation to the permanent settlement of 
the sewer question and the conference 
was attended by eleven of the fifteen 

Trustees, 

E. J. Vawter was made chairman of 
the meeting, and the unanimous ver- 
dict was that the sewage of the three 
cities should be poured into the sea at 
the Los Angeles outfall at Hyperion, 
through a trunk line to be built by the 
three municipalities affiliated into one 
drainage district. 

The City Attorneys of the three 
cities were instructed to prepare a bill 
to be enacted into law by the present 
Legislature authorizing the creation of 
such district. They have such author- 
ity under the present statute. but it 
restricts the expenditure to $75,000. It 
is estimated that the trunk-line project 


owt | Will cost $150,000. 


This united action is to be ratified by 
each board Monday night, and there 
will be another joint session Tuesday 
evening, when it is expected to adopt 
a plan of action that will hasten the 
passage of the necessary law. Under 
the proposed law each city is to main- 
tain its own laterals and the three 
cities will jointly bulld and maintain 
the trunk-line outfall, receiving as- 
sistance from Piaya del Rey and such 
other territory along the route as may 
geek safe passage to thé sea for its 
sewage.
